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Wigfall and De Bow. 

Tho mon Whose names hend this article wore 
Secesstoniste of tho most violent character be- 
fore and after the rebellion broke ant. Wig- 
fall had so ‘fired the Southern heart’ that he 
participated ig tho reduction of Fort Sumpter, 
und ever went in an open boat to the fort and 
demanded ita surrender, without authorty, 
while hostilities were going an. After Ander- 
son had surrendered the fort, the valiant Wig- 
fall made a speech to the gallant South Caro- 
Maians, in which ho introduced some heroic 
verses, and intimgted that he was about to set 
out ta captare Washington. Since that time, 
howover, Wigfall has subsided, He no longer 
denounces tha Abolitionists, but turns around 
andabusea the Southern planters worse than 
William Lloyd Garrison uud his disciples ever 
did. The following ia an extract from a recent 
spedch of Wigfall delivered in the rebel Senate: 

Has the population of the South changed? 
No. Have the Yankees driven out the people 
irom their lands, and pnt into their placgs the 
Datgh and Irish, with whom they have threat- 
cued to colonize the conquered States? No. 
These are the people of the South who are 
fighting for their Uberties or getting other 
people to fight for them. Aud, singular to gay, 
they think a great deal more of their negreos 
than of their sons and brothers. A gentleman 
of bis acquaintance had, last Summer, met u 
negro on the cars coming to Richmond to work 
onthe batteries. The negro looked sad, and 
the gentleman inquired the reason, Sambo 

said he wag sorrowtul because his old master 
Jooked so downcast when he parted with him; 
that his master had five sons in the army; but 
never grieved half so much at parting with oll 
of them as with him. The patriotic planters 
would willingly part with their owu flesh and 
blood into the army, but when you asked them 
fora negro the matter approached the point of 
drawing an eye tooth, A great change had 
come over the planters within the last two 

ears, Two years aga, when that pink of gal- 

antey and soldierly qualities was at Manassas, 


„to keep his army from starving he wrote a let- 


tèr to a farmer in Orange county, asking him 
to send him sixty wagon loads of corn and pro- 
visions to pay forthe grain and the expense 
of hauling the same, as soon as he was in funds. 
On the next Sunday this letter was read in 
every church in Orange, and on Monday morn- 
ing the sixty wagons, loaded with corn, were 
sent to Gen. Beauregard, free of charge, and 
telling bim to keep, also, the Wagons and teams, 
Such was the patrictism in Orange county then, 
Now those very farmers will actually burn 
their wheat rather than sell it to the Govern. 
ment at five dollars a bushel, for the use of 
their own sons and brothers. They stood hag: 
gling about the price of pork per pound, when 
their sons und brothers were living on a quarter 
pound a day, and sometimes had none at all.“ 

De Bow, our renders are already aware, bas 
been imprisoned and his Review suppressed, It 
ig a pity that the originator and its principal 
advocate of a ‘higher civilization’ should be 
incarcerated by Jeff. Davis, whom De Bow 
helped to elevate 5 but ‘sach is life’? in Dixie. 
Doubtiees Jeff. fears a higher elevation than he 
has reached ; though he feara his fall more. 
Cardinal Woolsey, when he exclaimed — 

. shall fall 
Like a bright exhalation in the evening, 
And no man ee me more,’ 
was beget by no euch trepidation as has over- 
taken Jeff. Davis. 

The cause of De Bow’s arrest may be found 
in the following extracts from his last review: 

‘Ibis true we have believed that cotton is 
king; it is undeniable that we possessed a mo- 
hopoly for its production, arising out of a 
qariety of causes, but it is not true that it will 
gtow nowhere else. Indeed, wo find that the 

rodaction of it in various countries is increas- 

ug ig a geometrie ratio, and that in a year or 
#0 the South will no longer be needed tosup- 
ply the commerce of the globe with what we 
yainly hoped would grow nowhere else. 

Shall we not then learn from our enemies 
what are the causes of theirprosperity? Why 
do even the Iaborera of the North live with a 
degree of comfort often unknown to the wealthy 
planters of the South? 

The etatistical reports accompanying the 

census of 1860 establish fully the results of 

material conditions; and, if we admit that the 

people of the North bave really hardly felt the 

war up to this point, we must look to and ex- 

eins the material conditions which surround 
em. 

‘Considering tho present condition of the 
country, and prospectively, also, it may well 
be supposed, a3 it already is by many in the 
slave States, that it actually may be more eco- 
nomical to labor for ourselves than to maintain 
negroes for that purpose. 

Wo have taken to raising cercals, and have 
succeeded so badly a3 to make it a matter of 
doubt whether we will not have eateu every- 
thing before the time of greens, which, when 
hotled with jowl, are go prized by the Firat Fam- 
slies of Virginia. 

‘Tu the micantime, the production of colton 
istlipping away from us, and we have already 
slipped away into unknown depthe, and are 
dsifting to a fearfat aud an uncertain future, 

‘The people of the North live comfortably, 
more #0, Indeed, than the majority of the slave 
owners in the South, They tducate their chil- 
dren, aud teach them that there is no dishonor 
in employing either their hands or their heads, 
and I say boldly, even against our prejudices, I 
think they are right in that. In regard to the 
comparative productions of the people of the 
North and of the South, as given by the cenaus 
report, we observe in those common to both 
regions that the wildest divergence exists ia 
regard to milk sows. In the North the ratio of 
factreate of milk cows was slightly in excess of 
the ratio of increase of population between the 
years 1850 and 1860. Ia the South there was 
an actual deficiency in the ratio above stated of 
481,501! In proportion to the ratio of increase 
of population, the chivalrous State of South 
Carslina is deficient is milk cows, 64,766! As 
her decadence is fer greater than that of any 
other State, aud lier deficiency in the ratio of 
milk cowa to the population is the greatest, 
may we not suppose that either the deficiency 
indicated, or some cause coincident to it, has 
ween the ruin of that State? 

People must drink something. If they can 
not get milk, naturally they take to whisky, 
arid we may well Jament the result. The aub- 
joined tables ehow plainly that the decrease of 
milk cows in proportion to the population indi- 
gutes s precations condition of society 5 and if 
5k bas not led directly to the rebellion, the 
Aaus of the decreasa of milk cows are coincis 
dent and snafogoua, at least, to ft, 

‘The want of good meadowflands in most of 
the slave States, the poor and insufficient quan- 
tity of fond usually given milch cows, the un- 
*heltered condition in which they are kept, and 
the neglect of them by the negroes, wonid make 
tha yield of milk lens than one hulf per ench 
cow uf those in the Northern States. This ap- 
peara to be abown by the smounte of butter and 
eheess produced’ 

Mr. De Bow then gives in a tabular form the 
amount of butter and cheese produced, and the 
namber of milk cows in the free and slave 
States, and adda: 

‘We ave in the shove onr road to progres: 
cotton han failed or will fail us; the negro 
will also fail us; it is idle to hops longer to 
enjoy peacefally the proceeds at his labor, 
whea at this moment 50,000 of bis color sre 


i 
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cattle, sheep, hogs, ete, would be found re- 
maining? What has been the produce of our 
fields last year in cotton, sugar, corn, flour, 
peas, potatoes, cattle and bacon, and what 
amount remains unconsumed ? 

‘But, above all, what progress have we made? 
Is the Slave Power more secure than before we 
seceded? Are we in atch a condition as to 
promise ourselves evon with repudiation of all 
debts both at home and abroad, exemption from 
duties and high taxation? What have we to 
hope for, both as regards slavery and the pros- 
pects, of the Southern Confederacy ? 


A Drove or CazELS.—We are informed by 
Ar. F, Fagan, a large owner in the Suscol 
Rancho in California, aud who has thirty seren 
camels, wbich he recently purchased at Gav- 
erament sale in Benicia, that he contemplates 
bringing a portion of them, at least, to this 
Territory within a few weeks. The sale was 
made af Benicia without seserve, and Mr. 
Fagan and another gentleman bought the en- 
tire Tot at the exceedingly low rate of $5250 
a piece, payable in greenbacks. The caravan 
contains two males, the remainder being she 
camels, with several young ones. They are at 
present on s ranch in Napa coanty, and are in 
excellent condition. The only difficulty is in 
bringing them over-the mountains, and meeting 
teams on the grades, for horses acc so felghten- 
ed at thelr appearance that it is almost impossi- 
ble to restrain them. Great trouble was 
experienced in this respect on the route from 
Los Angeles, where they were brought from, 
and it was sometimes fonnd necessary ta travol 
by night. They sre represented as belog ex- 
ceedingly tractable, and could easily make the 
trip from this city to Reese River in three daye, 
with but little food except eage-bragh, and 
with no water. The advantages of auch ani- 
mals of burdon ag these, in a coantry like this, 
are evident, In sandy regions, remote fram 
water, where procpestors ate at work, onc of 
them would rendily pack one hundred gallons 
of water, at the rate of six or eight miles an 
hour, besides needing but little for themselves. 
They ars extremely docile, and when oa the 
route can be guided by simply waving the 
bang, and when nnpacked can bd turned loose 
to browse on sage-brash,and will never leave 
camp. There is one female in the band which 
is of au extraordisary breed, noted in Egypt 
for its swiftuess. Her limbs are scarcely half 
the size of thoss of the others, and the Turk hy 
whom they were accompanied insisted, strange 
as such an assertion may ecem, that she could 
carry a man and his pravisious from Bealcia to 
Salt Lake (700 miles) in three days, on ten 
gallons of water. When those animals arrive 
here they will no doabt excite considerable 
curiosity, and will find plenty of packing to 
perform.—Virginia Union. 
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THAT. Ian. —It is reported upon good author- 
ity that a distinguished German chemist has 
just made an important discovery in conacction 
with the alloy now generally designated thalli- 
am, It appearsthat among the moatancient 
records of the ancient Mexicans is an account of 
the mode of preparing the alloy used for pro- 
ducing tho brilliant green fire which was freely 
batok during the sxerificial coremonfes in the 
honor of Vitzlipatzli, one of the principal 
deitics, aud that in she attompt to prepare a 
similar alloy, from the details given, a discov- 
éry opening up an entirely new field of chem- 
ical science has been made, By the pecullar 
treatment of certain portions of silver, lead, 
and ecleniuw, a black powder was produced, so 
much resembling that designated thallium by 
Mr. Crookes that the experimentor was Induced 
to test it. The weight of the alloy was pre- 
cisely equal to that of the metals nsed; yot 
the wholo of the reactions of thallium were 
olitaincd, and salts, bases, and acide of ge 
loy were produced, precisely ns if the alloy 
had been a perfect metal, Eren in the stere- 
oseope the well known greon line wax produ- 
ced. The fact of sclentum entering so largely 
into the alloy ia considered ta account for Mr, 
Crookes supposing the so challed thallium to 
belong to the sulphur group until Mr. Lamy 
showed him the alloy in its metalic state, and 
proved it to be nearer to silver and lead. 
Whether the whole of the powders hitherto 
considered to be puge metals in the pulvera- 
ient atate aro simply alloys, has vat fo be as- 
certained. It will be an interesting subject 
for rescarch whether chemlatry or 3 
gives an alloy these peculiar qualities, It is 
anticipated that ome tuns of thallium will be 
realy for sale in Euglaud at lers than the price 
of silver in the courae of ataw weeks.—Lon- 
don Mining Journal. 
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A letter from nour Milwaukee, Wir, thus 
deseribes the Intensity of the late cold spell 
there: +A man could not live ont more than 
filteen minutes without being frost bitten. 
Thermometer refused to indigate--the meroury 
would run down in the bow! almost as soon as 
exposed. I froze my eara in going forty rods, 
and a nelghlor exposing his bare bands thres 
minuter, froze his fingers. The hostler at the 
hotel froze his Angers und rsrs In trying to 
hitch np a hore, and then had to give it op. 
It was fortunate he did, for if the driver had 
started he would have frozen to death.

The Copperheað presa of the North were 
wont to be severely exerolsed in mind over the 
Btate of society in the ‘conquered provinces,’ 
by which name they choose to insult the loyal 
States south of Mason and Dixon's Kae, They 
pretend to think the line of demarkation is as 
broad as the galf which separates the house of 
Lazarus from the regions of Pluto, where the 
rich man writhed to all the agony of remorse. 
‘Never again,’ éried they, will the men of the 
Sonth affiliate with the North.

And mademoi- 
selle, the daughter, would no more permit a 
bine coat-rleeve to encircle her waist, than sha 
would caress au untamed bear. Union officers 
amoked their cigara solus, and Southern gen- 
tlemen declined to touch glasses with tho 
‘Yanka? 
But now, behold the change! Thank Provi- 
dence, the icy colduess which at first greeted 
the strangers bas melted away before the ge- 
nial aun of social intercourse. One by one 
prejudices baye disappeared, and good feeliog 
haa beon re established to a degres nover an- 
ticipated. One can not walk the promenade 
without meeting ecores of officers resplendent 
in all the paraphernalia of war, arm in arm 
with the sauciest little rebels that ever sang the 
Bonnie Blue Flag,’ or turned nose skyward at 
the sight of blue eat and brass buttons. At 
the theater, concert hall, opera, they sit in the 
same boxes, laughing at the same comedy or 
weepiag at the tragic fate of the same heroine. 
Tbeir prayers ascend from the same altar, 
aud Mre. Potipher no longer flaunts ont of 
church, but says ‘amen’ with an unttion to the 
prayer for the President. This is tho consum- 
mation so earnestly prayed for by all good 
Union people, and has been brought about by 
the sugvity and gentle manners of the depart- 
ment commander and his accomplished family. 
They well knew that after the sword had done 
ita work, there yet remained much to be done 
fo obliterating bad feeling and healing up sec- 
tional differences. It nover hag been any part 
of the Federal policy to keep alive the ro- 
membrences of this unfortunate war. Officers 
and soldiers liave been oncouraged in forming 
social ties of frlendsbip and love. Nota few 
have taken to themselves wives from the belles 
of Louisiana, and the two sections of the 
Country are rapidly cementing the bonds of 
friendship and consanguinity. Military and 
sceial fetes and reunions have done much to- 
wards rendering all harmonious and happy. 
The success that has attended these festivities 
has been so marked und happy tliat we shall 
‘always hail them with gratitude, and record 
thom with pleasure. Itis much more pleasing 
to hear the happy chiming of the marriage 
bell than it is the solomn tolling of the funeral 
knell, and we would rather see soldiers and 
sweothoarts joining in the merry dance, than 
ace thom scowling each at tho othor like the 
rival houses of Montague and Capulet.—.

The man with the knife rushed at his 
patient, and stabbed bim in the right breast, 
and then in the left breaat, bat, of course, with- 
ont reaching bie heart, for the unfortunate man 
cried aloud, ‘Strike, strike, but think not that 
thou canst kill me; it is God alone who slays,’ 
Meanwhile the punishment was ferociously in- 
flicted, and the criminal, whose entrails were 
bursting from him with waves of blood, as 
wound after wound was inflicted, continued to 
revile his executioner. There remained a last 
blow id deal. The wounded wretch turned 
bimself ronnd, and the blade of the knife dis- 
appeared in his loins.

Iurortany Dxcistox ix Tae Court oF Cras. 
An important decision, made by Justice 
Wilmot, of the Court of Ciaims, has been ren- 
dered, The facts in brief are shat Capt. J. N. 
Moore ordered the destraction of the property 
of Wm. S. Grant, coutractor, in the Territory 
of Arizona, in July, 1831, in order to prevent 
its falling into tho hands of the rebels. The 
property consisted pot only of flour, merchat- 
dige, cte., but aleo of a mill, dwellinge, and 
storehouses, The troops zent on this mission 
were met by hostile demonstrations from the 
people of Tucson, who were strongly secession, 
but they succeeded in accomplishing their ob- 
ject, The fact being decided that the property 
was destroyed upon the order of Capt. Moore, 
the question was, is the Government boand by 
higagt? Prior to that arises the question, was 
there jastifiable necessity for suck destruction, 
and was the property taken for public use? 
The Constitution recognizes the right of emi- 
neut domain by the very limitation imposed 
upon if, ‘that private property shall not be 
taken for public use without just compensation. 
The rightful taking of private property for use 
or destraction, when the publia exigency de- 
mands, is an oxeroige of this right. Ia such 
casta the officer is not g trespasser. It is neces- 
sity—and necessity aloue—thut makes such 
taking rightful, The necessity must be threat- 
ening—when dolay would work public injary. 
It must be argent, but need not bo orerwbelm- 
ing. Each case, however, must be governed 
by its own facts, and if acting on information 
which the officer had a right to rely on,’ the 
Goverament is bound by his action. It was 
highly important fo prevent the property of 
Grant from falling into the hands of the enemy. 
Captain Moore was therefore justified in its 
destruction, and the Government sheuld pay 
for it. The fall claim was $61,418.44, but from 
that was deducted property not destroyed, the 
value of the sites, etc, leaving $41,559 adjadg- 
ed to the claimant, The principles involved in 
this able and perapicuous opinion of the dis- 
Unguished Justice havo such an important 
beariog in determining a large class of cases iu 
the future that we have deemed it highly nec- 
casaty that they should be understood, and we 
havo therefore published it in foll, and com- 
mend it to the perusal of our teaders.— Fask- 
ington Chroniele.

Althongh 
stung to the quick by such base faithlesshéss 
and gach gross violation of the laws of bospi- 
tality and friendship, he eaid notbing; he dis- 
liked scenes; he was, nevertheless, determined 
upon a complete revenge, and he appealed to 
cooler reflections to furnish forth a snitable 
punishment, The passions ate bad counseldrs.

The only State offices to 
be filled this Fall were three judgeships, and 
the Conservatives renomiusted the highly re- 
apectable Incumbents, none of whom were 
éeaitors, though they received the entire seces- 
vion vote. There was a perfect fusion upon 
Ahem of the strength of all the factions opposed 
to immediate emavcipation, backed by the pat- 
Youuge of the State Government, and at least 
the prestige of belag sustained by the Execn- 
hive of the Union, All these powerful influences 
combined have not eucceeded—at the worst 

have barely succeeded—in heating the three 
comparatively unknown candidates put forward 
by the champious of immediate emancipation, 
And, just on the heel of this result, comes tha 
élection to the United States Senate, by the 
Legislature that vainly endeavored to make a 
choice last year, of B. Gratz Brown and John B. 
Henderson, both emaneipatienista—the former 
one of the earliest aud most thorough radicals 
in the State. This triumph is all the more 
welcome for being generally unexpected. 
North Carolins, in spite of every effort to fix 
her in the ways of rebellion, has just chosen a 
delegation to the rebel Congress, whereof at 
least balf the members would much prefer to 
take their seats in that of the Union, Tennes- 
ee, wholly recovered to the Union, is prepai- 
ing to return to its councils as a loyal free 
Slate, Arkansas, cleared of rebel troops, is 
neatly ripe for & similar return. Loulsiaua, 
almost cleared of the armed cohorts of rebel- 
lion, protests against being ‘restored’ to the 
dominion of slavery, and prepares to marry 
Loyalty to Liherty aud oteave to both ever- 
more. Let our Generals in the feld do but 
their whole duty; let the loyal millions reig-
